THE BIRDS COLLECTED AXD OBSERVED DlR{TXO THE 
CRLISE OF THE EXITED STATES FISHERIES STEAHEK

Tlu‘ 1900 cruise of (lie Eni((Ml Slates Fisheries steamer AlJ>atrosf< 
had for its especial ohjeet the inv('stijj;ati()n of (he lish and fisheries 
of tiu' Japanese seas, wlu're the shi|> s]>ent most of (he time. The 
jouiaiev out was made hv way of the Aleutian Islands, at sevei’al of 
whieli w'c stopped, Peti-opaulski, Kamchatka, and tlie Kuril islands. 
We returned by way of Honolulu. As the purpose of the expi'dition 
\\'as the investigation of fish and marine invertehi-ates, and th(' ship 
w'as usually occupied in work offsliore, my ojiportunities for collect- 
ing birds were rather limited, especially as my time was largxdy takcm 
uj) by my dutii's in connection with the maiine wmrk, as the repre- 
sentative of the Bureau of P^isheries. 1 brought back about 180 
skills, chielly from the Ahuitian and Kuril islands and from Kam- 
chatka. In addition to these many dead birds wei-e examiiHul and 
id(Mitifi(‘d, but not pre.served, mainly on account of (heir bulk, which 
w'ould have neci'ssitati'd devoting moi*e tinu' to tlumi than I could 
spare. I kept very full notes at- all times during the trip, and thes(>, 
tog(dhei“ wdth the spc'ciuKuis, foiin the basis of tlu' present pa])(M‘. 

During th<‘ ti*ip of the Alhafrosi^ 1 wars alfoixled every possible' 
facility for ornitbologi<-al work by the' commanding ollicer, llu' late 
Command('i‘ Lc'roy M. Gaiax'tt, E. S. Navy, and after his iintinK'ly 
loss, in a prolonged sjiell of except ionally heavy weatlu'r Ix'twe'en 
I'okohama and Honolulu, by his suece.ssor, Lieut. Arthur d. Ib'p- 
buru, E. S. Navy. 

We left vSausalito, near San Francisco, on .May d, 190G, at 4.40 
p. m., and saih'd U|) (he coast of ('alifornia and Oix'gon to Puget 
Sound, arriving at dhicoma at 8 p. m. on the' eve'ning of the' 9th. A\ (' 
left early the next morning foi' Dockton, AVashington, whei’c we we'iit 
into dry dock. I spe'iit that afternoon, tlu' iK'xt day, and (he follow- 
ing morning ashore' hunting birels. We h'ft at 4 \^. m. on the' 1 1th, 
<joiu<; tlire).u<>:h theCe>lve)s Passage' te> the' Ruget vSonnei Xavv A are] at 
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Bremerton, wlioro we arrived at about 7 j). in. Ueutenant Hepburn 
and I went 1)V a local boat to Seattle tlie next morning on Inisiness, 
the Albatross meeting us tliere in the afternoon. 

AVe left Seattle at 10.35 a. m. on the 13th, arriving at Union Bay, 
Vancouver Island, at 7 a. m. the next morning. I had two and 
a half days asliore here. We left at 7 a. m. on the 17th, and passed 
uj) the inland j)assage lietween Ahnieouver Island and the mainland, 
anehorinir over night in Forward Bav, dohnstone Strait. At C a. in. 
on the ISth we got underway, stood westward through Johnstone 
Strait, and took the great circle course for Unalaska, where we 
secured to the wharf at Dutch Harbor at 4.19 p. m. on the 24tb. 
AVe left Dutch Harbor early in the morning of the 2Sth, bound for 
Atka, where we arrived at G.45 a. m. on the 30th, anchoring in Xazan 
Ibiy. On the way from Unalaska to Atka we passed elo.se to that most 
interesting trio (ju'eviously pair) of volcanic islands, the Bogoslovs. 

Leaving Atka at G.05 a. m. on the 31st, we cruised about in Bering 
Sea in a general northerly direction, jiassing over Bowel’s lAank, onr 
farthest north being lat. 54° 32' 30" X., which we reached in long. 
179° IG' 00" E. on June 3 (omitting June 2). From Bower’s Bank 
we went southward past Scmisopochnoi and Amchitka, then in a 
westerh' direction to Agattu, where we amdiored, in McDonald Bay, 
at 7.51 p. m. on June 7. I s])cnt the next morning ashore, but I had 
not got very far inland when 1 heard the whistle of the steamer and 
hastened back to the beach to lind that in the meantime a wind had 
risen directly on shore which threatened to make the anchorage dan- 
gerous for the shi|)j even as it was we had a very hard pull back. I 
was forced to abandon a number of specimens here, all large birds, 
which 1 had shot and “cached" at various jilaces, as the hurry call 
from the steamer com])clled me to take the shortest route to the 
beach, and returning the way I had come would have entailed con- 
siderable delay. AA"e left Agattu at G.50 ]). in. on the 8th lor Attn, 
passing the Seiniclii Islands, and anchoring in Chichagol Harbor, 
Attu, at 4.12 ]). m. on the 9th. I spent the evening ashore here, all 
the next day, and the morning of th(‘ 11th. AVe left at 3.59 p. m. 
on that date, and did some deep-sea work between Attu and Copper 
Island, arriving at Preobrajenia Bay, Cojiper Tshind, at 9.30 a. m. on 
June 13. Here 1 spent the afternoon and evening ashore. AAV kJt 
at 7 a. m. on tlu' 14th, and at 9.10 a. in. on the 15th anchored in 
Xikolskoi Bay, Bering Island. 1 went ashore as soon as possilile, 
returning about 8.30 j). m. AA e got underway at 5.05 a. in. on the IGth, 
and at 4.37 p. m. on the 17th arrived in l^etrojiaulski, Kamchatka. 
AAV left Petropaul.ski at 8.20 a. m. on the 20th, sailing south along the 
Kamchatkan coast, rounding Cajie Ijopatka and sailing uj) the west 
coast to the moutli of the Aangan Kiver, in about lat. 51° 30' 00" 
X. From this jioint we went .south along tlie Kurils to Simushir, 
where at 8.27 a. m. on June 23 we came to anchor in Alilne Ba^ . 
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At 8.05 the next moniiii<): \vc were aj>;aiii inuUMway, and proecaaN'd 
soiitli, arriving in Hakodate, Japan, at 11.58 oii June 27. On July 
5 we made a sliort trip to Moi'oran for coal, letiirning ou tlie 7tli: on 
the 16th we left Hakodate for tlie Jajnni Sea, w1i<m<' W(* stayed 
nearly a month, calling in at an anchorage 2 miles north of Kodomai i 
(July 16), Ebisii Byoehi, Sado Island (July IS), Xauao (July 20), 
Tsuruga (July 23), Saigo Minato Hai-hor, Oki Islands (July 25). 
^fatsushima (July 28), and Nagasaki (August 3). From Nagasaki 
we went southward among the Linsehoten Islands, as far as hit. 
29° 51' 00" N., long. 131° 02' 00" E., thenec north to Kagoshima, 
wheiewo arrived on August 17. Finm Kagoshima wi' went east wai'd 
along the southern Japanese coast, calling in at a harhoi- near Wado 
Misaki light (August 24), and going through the Inland Sea to Kobe, 
where we anlvedon the 25th. We leftKohcon the 27th for Yokohama, 
calling at Yiira-no-Uchi (August 27) and Oshima Ko (August 28, 29, 
and 30), and ari'iving on Septembei- 2. W(‘ left Yokohama on wSep- 

tember 14, called in again at Hakodate on the 17th, at Iwanai, in 
Iwanai B 3 mchi, on the 19th, at Otaru on the 20th, and on the 24th 
reached Korsakoff, Sakhalin, where I had a morning ashore. Before 
calling at Korsakoff wo went up the west coast of Sakhalin (Gulf of 
'Fartary) as far as lat. 47° 39' 00" N., which jioint we reached on 
September 23. From Korsakoff we went up the east coast of Sakhalin 
as fai’ as Ca])c Patience (‘'Terpenia ’’) (September 27), tlum across 
the Okhotsk Sea to the southernmost Kurils, and down tlu' coast of 
Yezo to Hakodate, which we reacJied on October 4. From Hakodate 
we went south along the east coast of Hondo, anchoring off the 
village of Kugunaii, 'Fo Shima peninsula, on the night of th<' 9th, and 
reaching Shimidzu in Suniga Gulf on the 12th. We worked in this 
/ vicinity until the 18th, letuiming to Shimidzu everv night; on that 
date we left, ci'uising about to the southward until the 21st, when 
Ave called at Monagawa village iii Fuki Ih’a, Sagami Kai. We woi'ked 
about here, returning every night until tlu* 25th, when we left foi- 
Yokohama, anchoring that night in Kaneda Bav, and reaching the 
Yokohama light-ship the next evening. On November 10 w<‘ kJt 
Yokohama for Honolulu, arriving on th(‘ 24th afti'r a fifteen davs’ 
tiip, and proceeding on December 2 to San Francisco, wheix' we 
dropped anchor on the (‘veiling of th(‘ lOtli. 

A ])reliminaiy ]>aper dealing with the new forms which I det(‘ct(‘d 
among tlie material studied in connection with this report was pub- 
lished in these Proceedings, vol. 32, jip. 467-475. In that jiapi'r 1 
took occasion to call attention to the peculiaritii's of that curious 
finch, the Emheriza variahilift of Temminck, b}' erecting a new g(‘iius, 
I'isa, for its reccjition, a course long ago sugg(‘st(‘d bv Doctor 
Stejneger.®

Kamchiitkrtii l)ii’(Is was publislied in ddie Auk, vol. 24, 1907, j)j). 
2 78-280. 

1 hav(i adheied to (l)e elassifieatioji ^iven in tlie American Orni- 
thologists’ Union elieek list, in spite of the fact that I consider it 
d(‘(‘idedl)" out of date, for the reason that, as this jiaper will be of 
most interest to American ornithologists, an arrangement familiar 
to them will liavi', in so far as they are eoneei iied, c(M tain advantages 
and will be much more convenient to use. Had this ])a|)er included 
only extra American sjiecies, I shoidd have ado])ted the classification 
of Prof. Hans Gadow, as emended by subsequent authors, as 1 did 
in my jiajiers on AVest Indian birds. 

Ib'fore joining the* Alhatross I made a thorough study of the .sea 
birds of tiu' north Pacific, ('S|)ecially in i-egard to tlu*. most signifi- 
cant and striking differential characters, so that I might be able to 
identify them with c('itainty. Observations were made constantly 
with a good jiaii’ of marine binoculars while on shi])board. Previ- 
ous experience with the land birds of both the nearctie and pahe- 
aretic regions in the field made th(‘ work on shoie comparatively 
easy, so far as detei inimition of species was concei ned. 

'Phe vernacular naim's of American birds aie, of course, those of 
th(' check list published by tlu* American Ornithologists’ Union. 
Dr. Leonhard Sti'jiu'ger’s various |)ai)('is on Japanese birds, See- 
bohm’s Bii’ds of the Jaiianese hhiijiire, and othei’ standard works 
have bec'ii consulted for ap|)ropriate names for puridy Asiat ie species, 
while to tlu' IGmlish naiiK's of Kamchatkan and Kuriliaii hiids I

have added the local Ku.ssian ami native naim's, takmi from Doctor 
Stejneger’s woiPs on th(‘ birds of Kamchatka and the ('ommander 
islands and on tin* birds of the* Kuril Islands.

HORNED GREBE. 

Rather common in Puget .Sound, (‘s|)eeially befoie reaching I’ort 
J'ownsend. In going uj) the .Sound to 'Paconia s('a birds were very 
abundant until we were off l^ort 'Pownsend, when their numl)ers 
ra|)idly diminished, and from then on, exce))t for gulls and certain 
ducks, we saw eompaial ively few.

PACIFIC LOON. 

(’ommon off tlu' m(»uth ol‘ tlu' ('oluinliia Ivivor, nitd a^ain in I’liyct 
Soniid as lai’ as Port d'ownscMid. Several wei’e seen at I nion Bay, 
\'aneoiivei- Island, and in the j)assage between VaneouV(*r Island and 
the mainland, espeeially about the head of Georgia Gnlf, wheie they 
were eoininon. A single bird of this speeies was Siam on one of the 
lakes on Agattu, and two near the lieaeh at Siinnshir, in the Knrils. 

GAVIA ARCTICA (Linnsusi. 

BLACK-THROATED LOON. 

A single exanijile of this speeies was seen flying oM'r the sand bar 
separating the large pond from the sea behind the town of Petro- 
panlski, Kamchatka. 

GAVIA STELLATA (Pontoppidan). 

RED-THROATED LOON. 

Seen at^ sea off the mouth of the ('olnmbia Rivei’, and in Puget 
Sound, but not met with past Port Townsend. A pair was ob.'^erved 
lu'ar the shore at Agattu, a single bird at Atka, and a pair on a small 
pond on Bering Island.

LUNDA CIRRHATA Pallas. 

TUFTED PUFFIN. TOPOROK. ETUBIRGA. STUPIRK. 

AVe first met with the Tufted Pndin the day after leaving San 
Francisco, when two were olrserved at sea; after that they biaame 
rather more common, oeeasional individuals, pairs, or small com- 
panies of three oi- four being seen all the way up to Puget Sound, 
e.xeept on the morning of May S, at which time we wine olf the mouth 
of the Gohmibia Biv(*r. In the Sianid they werii very eonmion, 
usually in pairs, until the vicinity of Port Townsend was ri'aclu'd. 
aft(*i‘ which none wi're .se(*n until w(* jiassed Port Townsimd again 
going north. In the passage' Ix'twe'en Vaneouve'r Island and the 
mainland none wei'e met with; but soon afte'r we reaelu'd the opi'ii 
sea they I'e'appeared, though in small numbers, and we're etbserveel 
eontiiuiously until we I'cae-lu'e! the Aleutian ediain, be'eamiing graehially 
meu'e common as we ajijireiae'he'el Lnahiska, being e'speeially abimelant 
in Unalga Pass, betw'een Akulan anel Uiialaska. All about the sheire's 
e)f Unalaska anel the neighlioring islanels, anel eveiywhere we went 
in IKring Sea, they were common. On May 28 w’c visiteel the Bogos- 
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lov Islands, a gioup of (IircMi small volcanic islands, one of which was 
first reported in 17t)G, another in 1884, while the third we were 
fortunate enoujrh to be the first to observe. This newest island 
was still steamin”: \dolentlv from fissures over its entire siii-face, but 
the other two islands were apparently cold. About Castle Island 
(which was the first to have been reported) coukl be seen with a glass 
myriads of sea birds, flying all about the shores, over the sea, and 
to a considerable height over the land. 1 have never an^'where seen 
any afiproac-h to the enormous number of bii’ds about this island. 
On the sea in this vicinity lai’ge numbers of this species were seen, 
but even more numerous were the niurres (Uria); so, as no other 
species of the famil}^ were observed, T judged that these were the birds 
which chiefly made up the vast numbers seen over the land. I may 
also mention that about the shores of Castle Island we saw many 
sea lions (Eumetopiafi steUei'i), this being the only place where we 
found them in abundance.' 

About the rocky shoi-es of Atka wo saw the dkiftiHl Jhiflin frequently, 
though ill the ])arts we visited it could not be called abundant. At 
Agattu, however, it was the most numerous sea bird, occurring by 
hundreds along (ho cliffs and bluffs in the vicinity of Macdonald Ba}'' 
where we lay at anchor. Most of them were fl.ying aimlessly back 
and forth along the coast, now and then taking short excursions out 
over the sea only to return a few minutes later, while many were 
sitting on the wati'r. AVe found dozens of their burrows on shore, 
mainly along the gravelly grass-covered bluffs facing the sea, but 
also along (he sides of a ravine which makes inland half a mile or 
more from the coast from the head of Maetlonald Bay. Most of the 
burrows (whieh are somewhat large for the size of the bird and 
resemble (hose made by foxes) were rather high, the lowest being 
some 15 or 20 fe<'t above the beach, and in the ravine tluw chose 
the steepest places, near the top. Xo eggs wei'e found, although many 
of the birds were seen to come out of the burrows, and one was 
captured by some sailors from the ship before it had time to get 
away. Perha])s this was largely due to a rather general reluctance 
on (he part of (he men to investigate* deej) holes tenanted by birds 
with such formidable beaks. 

Aft('r h'aviiig Agattu we found these birds eommoii off Semichi, 
about .\ttu and ('op])er Island, and (‘verywlu'ie at sea. On d'oi porkov 
(“Puflin”) Island, at the entrance to the harbor of Xikolskoi, Bering 
Island, we found tlu'iu ley thousands, and (hey were especially abun- 
dant on the water in the outer harbor. 

On (he way from Bering Island to Petrojiaulski they were not at 
all numei'ous; they were I’ather common about Avacha Jbiv, but 
the numbers here could not he coiu|)arcd with those about the 
western Aleutian or Commander islands. ^Ve saw them frequently 
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down tlio Kamchatkim coast to Capo Lo])atka, and up into the 
Okhotsk Sea as far as we went; they were rather common down the 
Kurils to Simiishir, then occasional to the nortliern end of Yezo.

HORNED PUFFIN. IPATKA. IPATOK. MATSCHIR. 



We first met with the Horned Putlin in Knalga Pa.ss, near Cnalaska, 
where it was rather common. Tt was found aliout the shores of 
Unalaska and Atka, and a few companies of six or ei^dit were seen 
at Ayattu, together with some single birds. A few individuals wore 
found at Copper Island, and one or two at Bering Island. They 
were nowhere nearly as almndant as the preceding.

RHINOCEROS AUKLET. 

This species was observed in limited numbers at Atka and at 
Agattn, and in the northern Kurils I occasionally noticed small com- 
panies on the water as far south as Simiishir. 

PTYCHORAMPHUS ALEUTICUS (Pallas). 

CASSIN’S AUKLET. 

C'assin’s Anklets were common at sea in Hocks trom about southern 
Oregon to Puget Sound, e.xcept in the vicinity of the Columbia River. 
In Puget Sound they were abundant until we passed Port Townsend. 
After leaving I nion Bay we saw them frequently until Ave readied 
the upper jiart of Georgia Gulf, where they were abundant, the num- 
bers again falling off until we reached tlie open sea. Here we saw 
hundreds of them in Hocks of from 10 to 50, well oH'shore. Tliey 
were also noticed about Unalaska, Agattn, and Atka, and a lew were 
seen just outside tlie harbor at Attn.

PAROQUET AUKLET. B JELE-BRUSKI. NAATSCHU. 

This bird was rather nuinemus in Unalga Pass as we ajiproached 
the harbor of Unalaska, and was met with at Atka, Agattn, and 
Attn, 1 hough in small numbers. One Hock of five was seen at Bering 
Island, off some cliffs west of th(' town, and we saw tlu'se Anklets 
occasionally in the Kurils as far soufh as Simushir, Avhere there were 
a number about the rocks.

A few (d('sted Aukhds were seen near Unalaska, buf at Atka, Attn, 
and especially at Agattn, they were much more numerous. Wi' saw 
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a few al)oiit tlie Coimmin(l('r Islands, down tlie Kamchatkan coasl 
to Cap(‘ Lopalka, and among tlic Kmlls, wliere tliev wore common 
about Simusliii-. AVe saw occasional individuals among the soutliem 
K-urils almost as far south as Yezo. 

^THIA PYGMiEA (Ginelin).

iETHIA PUSILLA (Pallas). 

LEAST AUKLET. 

Owing to iny inability positively to distinguish these two species 
ill life, 1 hav(' thought it best to enter mv observations under a double 
heading. Probably most of my remarks ri'fer to .E. pusllla among 
the Aleutians and to .E. pipimira in the Kurils. 

Abundant in Unalga Pass, and common about Atka. Attn, and 
esjiecially Agattu: a. nuinlier of these small anklets were seen about 
the C'ommander Islands, down the Kamchatkan coast, and off the 
Kurils. They were extremely numerous at sea on the day after 
leaving Simushii’, but aftei- that w(‘ did not meet with them. 

SYNTHLIBORAMPHUS ANTIQUUS (Gmelin). 

ANCIENT MURRELET. STARIK. WINGOROUTSCH. 

Ancient Murreh'ts were verv common all about the shores of the 
Aleutian Islands and in the bays and harbors, being rather more 
numerous about Atka, Attu, and especially Agattu. than (dsewhere; 
they were rather common about Cop])er and Bering islands, and a 
few were noticed along the eastern Kamchatkan coast, and down the 
Kurils as far as Simushir. 

BRACHYRAMPHUS MARMORATUS (Gmelin). 

MARBLED MURRELET. 

ddie Marbled MurrehU was first noticial in Puget wSound, where it 
was rather common as far as l^ort Townsend: a numb(‘r were seen 
in different places in the channel betw(‘en Vancouver Island and tlie 
mainland, ('sjiecially just' befoi-e (mtering Seymour narrows. On 
reaching the open sea we found tlu'se birds very common until it 
became dark, after wliich we saw no more until we reached Unalaska, 
where a number wine met with in Umdga. f^ass and about the rocky 
shores of the island. A female was secured in the inner harbor, near 
the Dutch Harbor wharf. 

BRACHYRAMPHUS. species. 

MURRELET. 

A few birds Ix'longing to this genus wer<' seen in .Vvacha. Bav. 
Kamchatka, and down th(‘ coast toward ra])e J.o|)atka; but as none 
were secured their iilentity is doubtful.

Tliis spocics was only scon noai- Sakhalin Island, whore a, foAv w(mo 
found in the outer part of Aniwa Bay, jind two paiis on the east (oast, 
near ('ape Patience. 

CEPPHUS COLUMBA Pallas. 

PIGEON GUILLEMOT. KAJURKA. SVISTUN. 

Th(> Pigeon (luilleinot was very conunon about Pnalaska, as well 
as about all the other Aleutians which we visited. At Agattu and 
Attu many scattered pairs weie found about the cliffs, M here they 
were probably breexlino’, although I found no eggs. This lurd was 
common at Copper and Bering islands, and we met with occasional 
pairs at various places in Bering Sea, near the Bogoslovs among others, 
and also in the Pacific as much as 200 miles from Unalaska. 

CEPPHUS SNOW! Stejneger. 

SNOW’S GUILLEMOT. 

We found Snow’s Guillemot common about Cajie Lopatka and 
down the Kurils as far south as the northern end of Yezo. Although 
I judged from their actions that these bii’ds were breeding on Simu- 
shir, I was not fortunate enough to find anv eggs.

URIA TROILLE CALIFORNICA (H. Bryant). 

CALIFORNIA MURRE. 

The California Murre was first seen on the day after leaving San 
Francisco, and from then on, becoming rather more fj’equent until 
we weie otl’ the mouth of the Columbia Kiver, whei-e they were abun- 
dant in flocks of from six to twenty or more. i\lany companies were 
seen sitting on logs which liad been brought «lown by the I’iver. 
They remained numei’ous until we were well inside the Straits of 
Fuea, when their numbers fell off, and they finally disappeared off 
Port Town.send. In the passage betweeji Vancouver Island and the 
mainland they were very abundant at the northern end of Georgia 
Gulf and about the entrance of the Seymour Nari’ows, but were not 
seen anywhere else. Between Vancouver Island and Pnalaska occa- 
sional individuals or pairs were seen, becoming more frequent near 
Unalga Pass, where they were very common. ^Tc found them about 
all the Aleutian Islands, but apparently much le.ss abundant toward 
the west and about the Commander Islands, d'hey weie very (‘om- 
mon at sea in the vicinity of the Bogoslovs, as already noticed under 
Lund a cirrhdta. 
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URIA LOMVIA ARRA (Pallas). 

PALLAS’ MURRE. ARE. KARA. 

AVc found tliis speei('.s common at Ldnilaska and thcncc westward 
lliroiigliout tli(‘ Aleutian and Commander islands. They were com- 
mon al)out P('tropaulski, where one was seen near the town, and down 
the coast to Cape l^opatka. Tliey were frecpieut at sea off the 
Kurils, and common near Simushir. AVc found them ratlicr com- 
mon about the rocky shores of Yezo between Hakodate and Mororan. 
On July It), when we left Hakodate for the Japan Sea, Ave found 
them A’cry numerous all along tlie rocky shores of Yezo, usually 
sintrh', hut sometimes in flocks of from ten to tAventA'-fn^c indiA’iduals. 
The single birds at this time Avere almost alA\ays accompanied l)y a 
young chick, so small and incons])icuous on the AA’atei’ that its pres- 
ence Avould often lun’e ))e(m unnoticed liad it not been for its shrill 
Avhistle. On Septem])cr 24, in Aniwa Bay, Saklndin Island, Ave 
found miirres A’ery comtnon offshore, and Ave also found them numer- 
ous on the first of October along the nortliern and eastern shores 
of Yezo and the southern Kuril Islands. Doubtless many of the 
murres 'keen about the BogosloA^s, as noted under Liinda drrhata, 
Avere of this species.

STERCORARIUS POMARINUS (Temminck).

A single bird of this species Avas s(‘en on June 3, on BoAver s Baid\ 
in Bering Sea. d'his A\'as the oidy record for the an’IioIc trij). 

STERCORARIUS PARASITICUS (Linnaeus). 

PARASITIC JAEGER. RASBOJNIK. 

This jaeger AA'as of ratlier frequent occurrence in Bering Sea, and 
AA'as m(*t AA'ith on BoAver’s Bank and about the Aleutians. On land 
I met AA'ith it tAA'ice, once at Agattu and once on Bering Island. In 
the Kurils one AA'as seen at sea north of Simushir. 

STERCORARIUS LONGICAUDUS Vielllol. 

LONG-TAILED JAEGER. 

A Long-tailed ffaeger Avas seen off the coast of southern Oregon on 
Mav 7, another about lialfAvay lietween A ancouA’^er Island and the 
Aleutians, and a thii’d on BoAver’s Bank. 
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RISSA TRIDACTYLA POLUCARIS Ridgway. 

PACIFIC KITTIWAKE. GAVARUSCHKA. KIRUGA. KEROO. 

The Pacific KiUiwakc was common in Pnal^a Pass and in all 
pai-ts of Bcnn<:; S(>a visited hy us, especially on Jiowc.i’s Bank. A 
few wei-c seen ))ctween Bering Island and Kamcliatka, and in tlie 
Kurils tliov were found until we were afiout half way between Siniu- 
sliir and Yezo. 

RISSA BREVIROSTRIS (Bruch). 

RED-LEGGED KITTIWAKE. KRASNO-NOGAJA. GAVARUSCHKA. 

The Bed-legged Kittiwake was seen in small numliers at sea near 
Unalaska, but l>ecame more common in (he western part of the 
Aleutian chain and about the ('oinmander Islands. It was not fouiul 
in Kamchatka nor in the Jvurils. 

LARUS BARROVIANUS (Ridgway).

ddie oiil\ Point Bari'owGnli obser\a'd during the whole trip was on 
the morning of September 28 while we weie ancliored in Patience 
Bay, Sakhalin. 

LARUS GLAUCESCENS Naumann. 

GLAUCOUS-WINGED GULL. TSCHAIKA. 

A few of these gulls wiue seen about vSan Francisco Bay the dav 
we left. Two were noticed following the sliip on ^May 7, when we 
were off tlie Oregmi coast, and another the next day. 'riiey were 
common in all jiai'ts of Pnget Sound, and abundant about Union 
Bay, Vancouver Island. \Vc picked them up at sea 20 miles or more 
south of tlie Aleutian chain, and found them abundant in Unalga 
Pass and about Unalaska. They were common at Atka, Attn, and 
Agattu, espi'cially about tlu' lakes on tin' last-named island, where 
several were shot. A few were also noticed about the Commander 
Islands. 

LARUS SCHISTISAGUS Stejneger. 

SLATY-BACKED GULL. OUNEMAS. 

1 found a. few of these gulls in Unalga. Pass, near I uialaska, but did 
not meet with the species again until we reaclu'd the (\»nunander 
Islands, when a lew were seen both at Copper and Biuiiig islands. 
Aliout Petrojiaulski, however, this species was abundant, and it was 
also abundant at Simushir, in the Kurils, wIkmo I secured eight at a 
small pond near the si'a. One of thesi' birds had t wo unbroken eggs, 
ajiparimtly of sonn^ species of cormorant {J*li<i/arrocoi(i.r) , in its 
stomach, and anoflu*r a small octopus. We found this specie's com- 
mon abotit the eastern sliore ol Sal\halin the latter jiart of September.

This ^ull was ratiu'r common in I nal<j;a. Pass, near rnalaska, and 
was seen a^ain, thoiijxh not in any numbers, in Avacha Bay, Kain- 
clnitkji. 1 have no <»ther rc'cords.

'^Phe Califorida Gnll was common about the bay wIhmi we left San 
Francisco, and individuals were s('en following the ship until wo 
reached the mouth of IheC'olumbia l\iv('r.

This species was rath(*r common oil’ the mouth of the ('ohnnbia 
Kiver, and was also seen in Pu<;et Sound.

BLACK-FOOTED ALBATROSS. 

We pickl'd up the Black-footed >\.lbatross on tlx' first day out from 
San hJ’aneiseo, wdu'n tlu'V wi'ri' abundant, from four lo si.\ <»r mori' 
following the ship all tlu' tinx' until w<' reached the ^i<•inity of tlu' 
('oluml)ia River, where they disappi'ari'd. W(' nu't them a<^ain about 
half an hour after leavin_<>; tlu' channel Ix'tween \ aneouvi'r Island 
and the mainland. Ileri' tlx'y wi'i’c' vi'iy eommon, beeominj^ more 
so as w'c jiroeeeded w'c'st, and r('aehinj; tlx'ir maximum abimdanci' 
w'i'll within sic;ht of tlu' Aleutian Islands. On the day w(' readied 
Pnalaska, about 20 miles southeast of that island t wc'iity-l w o of 
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these birds were coiU'cted at the stern of the sliij) by trailing a piece 
of meal in the water. AVhen we were witliin about 10 miles of the 
island they })egan to leave, one by one sailin'^ off over the sea. out 
of siji^ht, until, less than half an hoiii' afterward, they were all gone, 
nor were there any in sight, although the meat was still tniiling out 
astei’u. It is v(mv I’emarkable that, this sj)ecies should never be 
found in any of tli(‘ enclos(‘d stats boi-deiing the north Pacific, in all 
of which I), (ilhafrus occurs, (‘sp('cially as it is common to within 
sight of th(‘ islands scjtarating Ihost' seas from the ocean. 

On dime 0 a Black-footed Albatross was seen just before coming to 
anchor in Agattu, about 20 miles ofl’short*; oji the 12th, between Attu 
and (’o])per island, one was noticed about tht* stern in the morning, 
and two in the afternoon. On June 25 we saw a number between 
Simushir and Yezo, and again on October 1 they wei’e common off 
the northerly coast of Yezo, but only on the Pa('ific side of the Kuril 
chain. 

We next met with this species on the first day out from Yokohama, 
homewai'd l)<>und, and the l)irds followed us continuously until we 
were lu'ar the island of Kaiii, when they disa j)j)eared, to reappear 
again just east of Molokai, aft<‘r which they lemained common until 
we were near the Californian coast. They were not nearly so abun- 
dant in this jnirt of the Pacific, as in the northeast, from Californi<a 
north to Alaska. 

S])ecimens of this bird were obtained about 70 miles west of the 
Queen Chailotte Islands, at sea. The bii'ds were shot fiom the shij) 
and i)ickcd uj) by means of a. small boat. The uninjured members of 
the flock, a dozen oi’ moie in numt)er, weie (‘xceedingly tame, and 
would lemain on the water until the boat was within a few feet of 
them before taking wing. 

I ex'amined carc'fully with a glass ail the dark-coloi>ed albatrosses 
which came within rajige of the shij), as thei’e was a ])ossibility <>f the 
occurrence Pha hetr'm paipelmita (Forster) {=fnli(jinosa of authors) 
in these waters, it having been recoi-ded fi-om the coast of Oregon; 
but as it is easily distinguishable on the wing both from D. nignpes 
and immature IK (ilbatrus, I have no hesitation in lefeiaing all the 
birds seen in this r(\gion to one or the otheiof these last two species. 

DIOMEDEA ALBATRUS Pallas.

We fil-st saw this s]iecies about 200 miles east of Unalaska on the 
day befoie our arrival at Dutch Ilai-bor. On the lu'xt day two were 
se('U near the Aleutian chain, one of them within 5 miles of the 
islands. Two more were seen between Attu and ('upper Island on 
June 12; on the 20th one was ob.served about 20 miles off the Kam- 
chatkan coast, and the next day another in the Okhotsk Sea, near 
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tlie mouth of tlio Aaii^an liivcu'. On Octohcr I this species was 
very common about the soutliem end of the Kurils, on hotli the 
inside and outside of the chain. 

From these meaj^er notes one mifflit infer tliat tlic Shoit-tailed 
All)atross was latiier i-are in tlie nortli Pacific, hut f believe rather 
the contrary is tlu' case. Unlike I), n'u/riprfi, tins s|)eci(‘s is exce('d- 
in^ly shy at s<‘a, and under ordinary circumstance's k('<'j)s at a ve'iy 
consideral)le distance' fre)in ships, se> that it stanels muedi le'.ss e-liance 
of beiny ed)sei veel tlian that s|)ee'ie's.

PACIFIC FULMAR. GLUPISCH. 

The Pacific Fulmar was first seen the elay after leaviny San Fran- 
cisco, when a sinyle ineliviehial was e)b.serveel. The next elay several 
were seen; subsecpiently they became more anel more commein until 
we were off thcmeiutheif the Columbia River, v here they were abun- 
elant in flocks of sometimes as many as 40 eir 50 inelivieluals. Aftei’ 
enteriny Puyet Sound no more were seen until we ayain reached the 
open sea, where they were common and remained so until wo were 
near Unalaska, when their number fell off. Only a few were seen 
about that island, and oi'casional ones in the different parts of Beriny 
Sea which we visited. Rather more were seen on Bower’s Bank and 
ofl Seiniso])ochnoi than elsewhere. Fxcept for three seen lietween 
Ayattu and Attn (off Semichi) none were obsei’ved until w<\ left Attn 
lor Copper Island, when they reappeared. We found them veiy 
common about the cliffs of Copper Island near the town, and they 
wei-e also rather common about Beriny Island. They were numerous 
alony the Kamchatkan coast to (’ap<'. faipatka, and abundant on the 
cod banks in the Okhotsk Sea, wdieri' a hundred or more were observed 
about the cod-fishiny barkentine S. N. Castle, whiidi was lyiny tlieic 
at anchor. Of all this larye flock only two weic in the white 
plumaye, the proportion of liyht to dark bii’ds beiny very much less 
on the Asiatic than on the Ameilcan side of the north Pacific. This 
fulmar was common in the Kurils, and we saw it until the day before 
reacliiny Hakodate. It was not observed about Simushir, liowever; 
but at Milne Bay, where we anchored, there are no cliffs suitable 
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for ji nesting silo. In J^a Porouso Strait we next saw tliis species, 
und foun<] it eoininon alonj); llte east coast of Sakhalin and across the 
Okliotsk Sea to llie sonthei-n Kurils, where, on October J, it was very 
abundant. On Xoveiubci' 11, tlie lirst day out of Yokoliania, liome- 
ward bound, we again saw the Pacific Fulmar, but oidy one or two 
indiyiduals; othei's were obseryed on the 12th and 18th, and again on 
Decembei' 10, oil’ the Oalifornian coast. 

FULMARUS RODGERSII Cassin. 

RODGERS’ FULMAR. 

Rodgers’ Fulmar was identified with ceitainty onl}' on a few occa- 
sions, and only between Vaiicoiiyer I.sland and Fnalaska. A fine 
example came within a few feet of me when I was out in a small 
boat 70 miles west of the Queen Charlotte Islands, and seyeral were 
seen in the wake of the shij) in comj)any with F. glacialis glupisclrt.

PUFFINUS LEUCOMELAS Temminck. 

TEMMINCK’S SHEARWATER. 

This was the only .sini-bird .seen in the dajian S(>a, where it ap|)eared 
to be not uncommon. \V<* raredy saw more than six or (fight in a 
day, however, but this w.as |)robably due to the fact that, like Pio- 
meden alhainis, this s])(‘cies will not ordinarily come near a shij), 
acting rathei’ as if i('j)(‘IIed by its jiresence. We found this bird in 
every jiart of th(‘. Ja])an S(‘a south of the straits of Tsugaru; about 
vSado and tlu‘ Oki Isl.ands, Matsushima, and along tlu' Korean coast. 
vSouth of th(‘ !voi('an Stiaits it lu'came ratlu'r iuoi(' common, es|)e- 
cially among the Ijinschoti'u Islands. From Kagoshima to Voko- 
hama along the southern coast of da|)an we found this sjiecies in 
consid(M'able numbers, esjaafiallv off the little harbor at Oshima Ko, 
wlu're we saw flocks of fifty or more indiyiduals. We did not meet 
with this bii'd east of Sagami liay.

The Fork-tailed Petrel appeared as s(»on as we were well out to 
sea after leaving the ehanmd Ix'twei'ii \hincouv('r Island and the 
mainland, rajiidly lieeoming more e<tmmon as w(' a])proa(died the 
Aleutians, until the day before reaching I nalaska, when tluw wi're 
very abundant. They were common in Ihialga Pass, and w(‘ found 
them on Bower’s Bank and commonly about all the Aleutians, and 
as far west as C’opjiei- Island. On Agattu they were appanmtly 
breeding in holes along the sides of a deep ravine which mak(‘s in 
from the sea at Macdonald Ba}^, most of them licing imd v ith more 
than a quarter of a mill' inland. They were frequently .se(*n flying 
up ami down this ravine to and from the .sea, and ('iitering and 
leaving burrows in its sides. AYe did not see thes(^ birds aftei- leaving 
Copjiei- Island, wheie they were common, until we I’eached the 
Kurils, where they W('r(' again rathei- numeious until we were south 
of Simushir, afl<'i' which this s]>eci('s was not nu't witli again. 

OCEANODROMA LEUCORHOA (VieilloO. 

LEACH’S PETREL. MALINKA TSCHORNAJA STURMOFKA. 

Ijcach’s Petrel was noticc'd shortly after l('aving tin' channel be- 
tween \hmcouv('i’ Island and tlic mainland, and was occasionally 
se<'u all the way up to tlu' .Xh'utians, although in'ver as common as 
0. furcata. About tin' islands lln*y were sonn'tinn's seen by day, 
Init not very often; at night, how('V('r, tln'V w('i(' attract<'d by tin' 
lights of the shij) and coidd In^ In'ard chiipiug all about, lik(' so many 
bats. Doubth'ss 0. f'inrata was common at night alxmt tin' ship 
also, but as all the bii'ds which w('i’(' caught on lioard wei’(' of the 
])resent specii's f can mak(' no positive' statejin'ut that such was the 
ease, although I have' exaniineel spe'eime'iis e>f tin' latter spee*ies 
taken em shipbe)arel at night at Kiska. Afte'r leaving (\)pper Islanel, 
wheie the sjx'cies was neit imeeimnnin, we eliel not see it again until we 
were senith e>f Paramushii’, wheri' it became again comnnm until we 
were well .south e>f Simushii’. The greatest numbe'r Iie'arel em any 
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one night was al)ont 100 miles northeast of the last-named islaml. 
On August 10, in tlie Linschoten Islands, a single hii'd, apparently of 
this species, was ohseiwed. 

Salvin " inentions a specimen from the Kurils in the British 
Museum with some white at the base of the outer reetriees and also 
along the outer weh of the outermost feathers. A s])eeimen from 
(’opper Island in my collection exhibits this peculiarity, ljut Kurilian 
birds have no moi(' white on the tail than others in the Xational 
Mus('nm collection from the North .Vthintic; so 1 believe it to l)c 
merely a case of individual variation, as, exee])t for this one examj)le, 
there* is no difference l)etween my l)irels and a scries fiom the north 
Atlantic.

RED-TAILED TROPIC BIRD. 

One example of this handsome species was observed on August 
H, while we were in the Linschot(‘n Islands. It can haidly be 
doubted that both these species are much nioi’e common about 
southern Ja])aji than is commonly supposed.

BOOBY. 

A single Booby jiassed low over the bows of the ship in the afternoon 
of August 14, wlu'u we were among the Linschoten Islands. It- was 
the only one seen. 

So far as I know, this group of islands has never been visited by an 
ornithologist. Fioni their geogia|)hical position, as well as the 
greatly diversified conditions which obtain there, it woidd be sur- 
pilsingif a thorough sui’vey did not yield extremely interesting results.

This cormorant was seen near the entrance of San Francisco Ibiy, 
and was common outside. We met with it at sea all along the coast, 
and it was abundant oil’ the mouth of the ('olumbia Ifiver. 

PHALACROCORAX AURITUS CINCINATUS (Brandt). 

WHITE-CRESTED CORMORANT. 

Double-crested cormorants were very common in Puget Sound np 
to Port Townsend, but less so from there on. They were occasionally 
.seen, however, tibout Dockton, and two were noticed in Union Ibiy, 
Vancouver Island. I have a note of a few being seen in Unalga Pass 
near Unalaska, and I found them jit Atka, Attu, and Agattu. 

PHALACROCORAX PENICILLATUS (Brandt). 

BRANDT’S CORMORANT. 

This bird was common tdiout San hhxmci.sco Bay when we left, 
and was seen along the coast rjither commonly as far nortlt tis the 
Columbia River.

This bird was very common about the Aleutians, being first seen 
in Cnalga Pass near Unalaska, and from thcMi on coininonly when- 
evei* we were near land. It was esiiecialh" abundant about Agattu 
and off vSemicdii, and we found it at ('oj)per and Bering islands, fre- 
quently along the coast of Kamchatka, and down the Kurils as far 
as Sinuishir, about the cliffs of which island a nund)er were seen. 
Probably they were breeding here, as in the stomach of a gull (Lun/s 
schistisagus) I found two cormorant’s eggs, ])ossibly belonging to 
this s])ecies. 

PHALACROCORAX URILE (Gmelin).

It was common about Atka, 
when' one or two were seen inland on a small stream; on Attu and 
Ajjrattu it was also numei’ous on the streams as well as aloiw the 
c-oast; a number were seen at Coj)|)cr and Bering islands, and a few 
at Simiisbir in the Kurils.

The Pacific Eider was common at Agatfu and Attu. On the 
former island a nest with four eggs was found neai’ the beach on 
June S. This bird was usually seen along the I'ocky ])ortions of the 
shore, and was particularly numerous about Macdonald Bay, Agattu, 
and the entrance of the harbor at Attu.

This <ii;ooso is (h<^ most ahnndant hii’d on Agattu, \\h<“i'(‘ it hriM'ds 
by thousands. When we ap|)i’oach('d the shore we saw a number of 
<recse llviny about the clid’s and blulfs, and soaring in circles hi<;h in 
air. On landing I walked up the beach to the left and soon came 
to a small stream which enters the sea through a gap in the high 
bliitfs, wlien I saw fifty or more of these birds along (he bank preening 
their featliers. Fi'om this point I walked inland over (lie longh 
pasture-like country toward a lake where this stream I'ises. Geese 
wei’c seen on all sides in great abundance, walking about the gi’assy 
hillsides in companies of six oi- eight to a dozen, or flying about from 
one j)lace to another. When on the gi'oinid they were comparatively 
shy; at about 100 yards distant they wonld stop feeding and watch 
my movements; at about oO yards they generally took wing; but 
instead of flying away they wonld circle aliout and fly towai'd me, 
often not more than 10 feet over my head, as if to see what sort of a 
strange beast it was whi(‘h thus intruded on their domains. I .shot 
nine, using merely a veiw light charg(i of powder witli an ounce of 
No. 10 shot which I had brought ^vith me for the purpose of .secuj'ing 
specimens of song spari-ows {Mdosplza) and longsjnirs (dal can vs): 
even with that light load I secured two at one discharge of my 
12-bore. I believe I could have killed a hundred or inoi'e in the 
course of a morning’s walk had there been any object in so doing. 
The actions of these geese on this .seldom vi.sited and de.solate island 
reminded me of the aecounts given by travelers who have visit('d 
Kerguelen of the habits of (lie native teal {Dafhda catonl) there. 
Although common on the seashore, these geese were more abundant 
inland, especially in mai’shy places, and w'hcre there wos an abundant 
growth of long rank grass. 

When I had gone inland between a mile and a mile and a half fi’om 
the sea, a recall was blowui from the ship, as a sti-ong brei'ze had 
come up fi'om the sea. which made the anchorage unsafe, .and I was 
forced to take a bee line to the beach, .abandoning mv gc('.se, which 
I liad “cached” along the route by which I had (amie, to be jiicked 
jup on my rctinai. On re.aching the beach I sent a sailor back to my 
fneaivst pile of birds, consisting of four of these geCvSe, tlna'e Taiciis' gJav- 
\cescens, some puffins {Lunda cirrhata) and othei* vVha’da', .and a f<wv 
'ducks, and he soon returned with the geese .and gulls. T found it 
imjiossible to pi'epare the skins of any large birds that ('viaiing. so 
they were stow'cd awaiy until such a time as I (a)uld find leisure 
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to alt(Mi(l to tlicin. The next, day I found that, owing to their liaving 
l)een placed near some steam ])ipes, tlie g('ese were too far gone for 
preservation, and I was reluctantly obliged to throw them aAvay. I ;

abundant, oc(uiring everywhere in the marshy lowlands and along 
the shore, singly or in pairs. At Attn, although more common in the 
lowlands than anywhere else, they were found high u|) on tbe moun- 
tains wherever the snow had melted sulliciently to uncover the moss 
und(aai<auh. d’hev W(>re frequently seen about a largo b.are p.atch on 
tlu' summit of one of the mountains to the left of the harlior entrance. 
On the side of one of tlie.se mountains, TOO feel or more above the val- 
ley, 1 found a nest of this species with four eggs, near an e.xtensive 
patch of snow. The nest was deej) cup-shaped, with the edges <'ven 
Avith the surrounding mo.ss; the eggs wen' biownish olive', rather 
dark, s|)ott('d and blotched, cbie'lly at the linger end, with deep brown 
and purplish gray.

In the course of my work upon tlu' collections which I made while 
on the AU)(itro.st< , I had occasion to enter rather deeply into the 
c(uestion of the reeognizai)le forms belonging to the willow [)tarmigan 
group in North America, ddie ix'sults from this study were not 
entirely satisfaetoiy, owing to the absimce of material Irom certain 
important interimMliate districts, and of specimens from all localities 
in strictly comj)arable plumages, so tiu' work was temporarily laid 
aside until further material might become available. Mr. Joseph 
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Griniu'll lind, in tin' coiiiso of lii.s work on Alaskan birds, become 
in(erest(Ml in the prol)lem j)i-esented by the willow ptarmigan. I 
ex|dained to him the gimci’al results which I had attainc<l Irom the 
study of the material in \Vashington, and urged him to name the 
sontiiern Alaskan form, which he has done. x\s I have had no oppor- 
tunity of again taking up the cpiestion, I give in the following ])ara- 
graphs, without change, the notes f made in 1907, hoping that they 
may prove of some value. 

A careful ('xamination of the mateiial available in Washington, 
consisting of J 1 o s]:)ccimens of Noith American wilhtw jitarmigan, 
has convinced me that there are at least two well-marked forms of 
this bird inhabiting the country, in addition to the subspecies found 
in Newfoundland (/a/f/o/n/v l<u/opi(s aUnih Stejneger), which a.|)pcar to 
be readily distinguishable from birds from Norway. I have not been 
able to (‘xamine specimens fi-oin eastern North America south of 
Labrador, except from Newfoundland, but the indications arc that a 
race inhabits this district which is similar to Lagopus lugopns alrx- 
andni , but which will probably turn out to be a new form peculiar 
to the region. 

Th(M(‘ seem to be slight, but a])parently constant, differences 
betw(MMi birds from various i)arts of the northwest, which T have 
considcrc'd colh'ct ively as Jjigopus higopun alexandnr . For instance, 
the bird inhabiting tlu* mountains of southeastern Alaska differs fiom 
that of th(‘ coasts of tlu' Alaska jicminsula and the islands adjacent, 
whil(‘ tlu'se, again, aie not (piit(' the same as others from the coast of 
Norton Sound. AVith but 'A'2 s|)ecimens from the entire Tinritory of 
Alaska, however, f cannot ho|ie to solve the problem. At any I’atc, 
although p(‘if('cily distinct fi'oni /. albus, L. L alexandne e.xhibits 
much nioi(' jdasticity than tlu' w(dl-maiked and comparatively 
stable nortlu'in form, d'lie coloi- c(»mpaiisons were made from 
rj sp(>cinu'ns froin the Shnmagin Islands and G fi'om Alaska in the 
j)(‘rfcctcd spring jdumage, and ov(>r twice as many from noi'thern Lab- 
rador, taken at the Siime tinu* and apparently in the same ])luiuage. 

T hav(‘ e\amin('(l spc'cimens from the following localities: Twent}’’ 
from N('w ronndhind, (it) from Labradoi*, from central arctic North 
..Vmeiica, IS from tlu' mainland of Alaska, 2 from Kadiak Island, and 
12 from th(‘ Shnmagin Islands.

Of t h('s(> specimens, ;dl those fiom Labrador and central arctic 
Ameiica, with others from Point Barrow’, Kotzebue Sound, Ca]ie Lis- 
bonriK', Kowak Kivei’, A’ukon River, and neai St. Alichaels, belong to 
a W(dl-di(l'ei’cntiate(l iac(', with the beak very large', high, and stout, 
th(' culmen strongly arched, and eisiially with a ])rominent ridge from 
th(> inferior coiiu'r of the maxilla to in fi’ont of the nostril.

I found this bii'd ratlior coinmon about the siiminit of the mountain 
on Dutch Harbor Island, Vnalaska, and also saw it fi(‘((U('utl\' on tlio 
lower slopes, except in the iniinediate vicinity of Dutch llarlxu'. At 
the time of my visit the birds w(M'c mostly paii'('d, and w('re v('rv shy, 
rarely allowing a neai' ap|)ioach. Most of the birds w(m(‘ in the 
dark plnmage, but many wei'(' mottled witli whit(^ and oiu' was noticed 
almost entirely white. The males were veiy noisy, and their croaking 
could 1)e lieai'd on all sides; several were seen to fly uj) into tlu^ air to a 
consideiable height and then sail down, emitting tluMr pc'culiar croak- 
ing rattle. The powers of flight po.ssessed by these l)irds is very gi'cat ; 
few that were flushed alighted within Iialf a mil(\ and seA ('ral flew 
directly out aci'oss tlu' l)ay toward the mountains on the other side, over 
two miles away. Practically all the l)irds s(‘en were on or in the immc- 
<liate vicinity of snow, none l)eing found in the comparatively level 
gras.sy dlsti'icts near the towns of Dutch llai bor or Pnalaska, where 
the snow had all melted. On the I'ugged northeastern end of Dutch 
Harbor Island, however, the bii'ds were found o]i the mossy lower 
slopes, and one or two on tlie seacoast itself about the mouth of 
snow-filled ravines. The six specimens obtained are all tyi)ical and 
exhibit no peculiarities.

At Atka I was much surprised to find jitarmigan abundant all over 
tlic grassy lowlands, and none at all ev(m on the lower slopes of the 
mountain, just the reverse of my ex])ei’ience at ITnalaska. As on 
that island, the bii’ds were usually in pairs and very shy, I’ising a long 
distaiu’e away. Their white wings made', them very (’onspicuous. 
Th(‘V never went far after being fluslu'd, however, and, the ground 
being fairly level, it was usually possible to obtain a second shot. 
Ptai’jnigaii appear to be much more numerous here than at Unalaska, 
occurrin<r even in the vicinitv of the town, and I had no trouble in 
securing all the specinums I wished.

the haibor entrance. As he had had eonsiderable experienec with 
ptarmigan in seldom visited poiiion.s of Alaska, and was a I’cliable 
man, 1 arranged to visit the locality the next day with him as a guide 
in order to obtain a series of this litth' known si)ecios. AVe started 
earlv and reached llu* ])lace a little before noon, but, although the 
dropj)ings of the birds were extremely abundant everywhere, wc saw 
none of the binls themselves. Just as wc wei'c prepai’ing to leave, 
after searching the whole district thoroughly, a fine cock came flyiiig 
over from one of the neighboring peaks and was ])i‘omj)tly secin-ed. 
On our way back to the shore we saw one other which was chased 
for over a mile but without success, d'he only male s|)ecimen taken 
is darker than any in the National Museum collection, being sooty 
black with but few ti'aces of rusty vermicmlations.

The raven is the only corvine bird found in the Aleutian Tsljinds, 
although the American Magpie occurs on the Alaska jieninsula and on 
the Shumagins. On Unalaska and Atka I found these birds very 
common, and, about the towns, very bold, ddiey frequented the sea 
front (^f th(^ town of Unalaska, and sevc'ral were seen about the houses 
of the town on Atka. jVway fi-om the villages, howcA'cr, they were 
very shy, and T found it dillicult to secure sjiecimens. ddicy were 
most alnindant along tlu' heaidu's and cliffs boidering the sea, but in 
these situations tlu'V W(mc vim'VsIiv, miudi more so than the eagles. I 
saw none on .Vgattu, nor did 1 find any traces of them, although they 
occur there; possibly tluur distribution on that island is local. On 
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Attn comparatively few were se(*n, not more than .si.x or seven during 
tlic cntii-o stay; but liero again they may liavi' de.serted the district 
about tlic liarbor foi’ some of tlie sticams wlier<‘ th(‘ salmon were run- 
ning where they could be sure of a good snj>ply of food.

I saw a few of these crows at Dockton, Washington, and found 
them abundant at Union Bay, Vanconvei’ Island. They wei’e com- 
mon along the beach in front of the town and about the houses, as 
well as in (he woods along the shore. TIkw wei’e (piite unsuspicious, 
and I had no trouble in securing specimens. 

CORVUS CORONE ORIENTALIS (Eversmann).

ddie Eastern ('arrion (Vow was common along tlu' coasts near 
Petropaulski. There were a numlaa’ on tlx; woodial piminsula, 
which separates the harbor of Petro|)aiilski fi’oni Avacha Bay, 
where I found several nests in the trees along tlu' cr('st of (lu; blntl’ 
on the outer side. Aly efloi’ts to rc'ach them wen*, howevi'r, unsuc- 
cessful. 

On Simushir I found a paii’ of th('S(> bii’ds about tlie clitl's at the 
right hand end of the sandy beach at Milne Bay. 

The few crows observed on Alatsushima were* apparently of this 
species.

At Alororan they wei’(> also common, the first ones coming out to 
meet us wlitm we were 2 miles or moi’e IVom shore, <md, as (heir 
visit had not been anticip.ited, their raid on the meat hung up in the 
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j)or( ;i y. was very successful. They were ralher more l)old 

here tlian at 1 lakodalt', and fre({uented the hurricane deck, perchin<; 
on the davits or the llay^stalf at the stern watchin^^ for opportunities. 
Th(*v were cpiite fearless, hut always managed to elude the vengeance 
of the cook or the men. 

In the Oki Islands tluTe was a large crow roost in the outskirts of 
the town, th(‘ birds being ap|)arently ol this si)ccies.

At Ldialaska and 
Atka it was most fre(iU(‘iU at mo(l(>rate. ele\'ati()iis, about jiatches of 
siKtw, oidy one or two heiny; seiai in tin* valK'vs. At Attn and on 
the ('ommander Islands I lound it most commonly alonji; the sea- 
eoast, es])eeially about rocky beaches. At Attu I found a [)air al)out 
some cliffs just behind a narrow beach, whose actions ksl me to sus- 
pect that they had a. lU'st in the vicinity, but I was unabh^ to lind it. 
1 did not find this species on Agattu. 

Measurements of a s(‘ries of 2S s|)(‘cinuMis from Bnalaska, Atka, 
Atlak, Kiska, Attu, and from ('oppcM- and Beriny islands, show 
a tendency to an increase in size toward the west, which is corridated 
with a slight increase in intensity of coloration, the rnalaska birds 
averaging smaller and dulk'r, and the. ('ommander Island birds 
larger and brighter, the othei-s l)eing intermediate.

USSURILAND GREENFINCH.

At I nalaska I found the Snowflakes 
common only in tlu* higln'r aititud(‘s, wlnu'c' tin* gnumd was l.argc'B" 
cov(*red with snow. Tlu‘y wei'c' lu're ('xti'cmudy shy, and I only suc- 
ceeded in g('tting four. At .,\.tka also flaw were only found in the 
liigher elevations where' the ground was mainly snow eove're'd. and 
I had gre'at difliculty in obtaining specimens, more' than in shooting 
ptarmigan. J eliel ne)t (inel this spe'e'ie's on .Vgattu; but 1 was unable 
te) visit the' me)i'e' simwy elistrie ts e»f the' islanel. On Attu and <»n the 
('e)mmaneh'r islands this bird was me)st e‘< nimeni along the seae*e);ist , 
espeeially about re>eky beaehe'S, wlie're' it was not at all elilliemlt te> 
get within range'. At Attu, ineleeel, 1 saw mine at all in the snenvy 
elistriets.

On .Inne at Attn. 1 found a m‘st of this species, with four e<j:gs.

It 
was sitnatecl on the beach to the right of the harl)or entrance, not 
mneh alxtve high-water mark.

ALASKAN LONGSPUR. 

The Longspni' is the most ;d)nndant bird thronghont the Aleutian 
and (^•lnman(l(M■ islands. Although occiining evenywhere except in 
the higlu'st altitmh's, it is most common on the lower levels. Besides 
the Song Sparrow ( M< lospiza) this was tlu' only small bird I found on 
Agattn. 

Birds from tin' Akmtian Islands a|^i)oar to average rather more 
brilliant in coloration than those from the mainland, the ditference, 
however, l)cing \ (M V slight. .Vleutian s])ecimens show a slight average 
temhmev toward de('per colors toward tlu' w('stern ])art of the chain, 
not. h(»wever, approaching in richness of coloration C. 1. colomtus of 
tin* Commander Islands. 

Measnrenumts of forty-seven specimens from the Aleutian and ('om- 
niander islands show a temdenev towaid increasinl size at the western 
end of tlu' chain and on the ('ommander Islands, tlu' smallest birds 
coming from I nalaska, and the largest from Jkning Island. The 
Commander Island birds, although hearing the same relation in size 
to birds fro)ii Altn and Agattn as birds from these islands.do to others 
from Atka, ai(' markedly did’eremt in coloi'; and it is interesting to 
note that, whih' Commamh'r Island birds are in size jnst what wo 
should exp('ct did C. /, aht.sanni.i occur there, th<‘ color is wholly 
dilferent . 

Aleut i.in sp(Mimcns of ('. /. alasannis ai(> somewhat larger than 
contiiicntal birds.

.Xim'teen s|)cciiii(>ns from ( 'o|)|)(>r and Jeering islands show very little 
individual vailalion in color. 
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PASSERCULUS SANDWICHIENSIS SANDWICHIENSIS (Gnielin). 

SANDWICH SPARROW. 

This specios was abimdant on Tnala.^ka, in tlio ^ras.sy lowlands. 1 
obtained loiirteon spc'ciiiKMis neai' ]^utcli llaibor. I did not lind it 
on any of the other islands we visited. 1 1 was also eoinmoii at Cnion 
Bay, A'anconvcr Island, in j^rassy phua's near the shore. 

ZONOTRICHIA LEUCOPHRYS NUTTALLI Ridgway. 

NUTTALL’S SPARROW. 

Xnttall's sparrow was very eoinmon in the elearino;s and ino!(‘ open 
j)laees about Dockton, AVashington. 'Phc birds wei'e in fidl son^ at 
the time of onr visit. Speeiniens seemed are tyjiical of thissidispeeies. 

TISA VARIABILIS (Temminck). 

GRAY BUNTING. 

Tisa variabilis A. II. Clark, Proc. V. 8. Nat. Mus., vol. ol2, 1007, j). 1C8. 

This species was rather common about Petropaulski, but was 
veiy retiring; I only found it in den.se alder thickets, wlnue it was 
usuall}^ seen on or near the ground. Owing to the ditliculty of ])ene- 
trating these thickets without making consideiable noise and startling 
all the inhabitants, I was only al)le to secure a single specimen, which 
I found, together with its mate, near a spring by the side of the large 
pond behind Petropaulski. 

MELOSPIZA CINEREA MORPHNA Oberholser. 

RUSTY SONG SPARROW. 

d'he Kiisty Song Sparrow was V(*ry common alxmt Dockton, ^Vash- 
ington, occurring in all op(Mi places and clearings. It was also abun- 
dant about Union Bay, Vancouver Island. On May 1.1, at tlu* latter 
locality, 1 secured a young liird with the tail feathers manly tlu' full 
length, and found several others, one of which was taken, just able 
to fly. 

Sjiccimens from both localities agiee with others fioni Seattle, 
Washington, and Victoria, British Columbia, and are t 3 'j)ical of the 
subspecies. 

MELOSPIZA MELODIA SANAKA McGregor. 

ALEUTIAN SONG SPARROW. 

I Avas not fortunate (Miough to find this form at Unalaska, although 
I scarclied carefully for it. At Atka it occurivd, though not abun- 
dantly, in the rank grass along tin' beaches, and in the goige of the 
small stieam which flows through the town. At Agatlu 1 found it 
in the tall grass along the shore about .Macdonald Bay and along the 
marshy banks of the lower reaches of the stream which enters th<‘ sea 
at this point. At Attu it occurred in the grassy areas all along the 
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slioiv jind about iho town. This bird does not aj)poai- to 1)C abundant 
anywhere, and seems to be strictly limited to the vicinity of the sea. 

A series of 29 ’birds fiom Unalaska, Atka, Kiska, Adak, A^attu, 
and .Vttu show coiisidciable individual and seasonal variation in the 
intensitv of the gray in the plumage. Birds fi-om the western end of 
the chain apj)car to average rather grayei’ than those fi'om Unalaska. 
'Fhey are also a trille larger. 

In the National Museiiin collection theie are G lully grown young 
from Unalaska, 3 shot on July 12, 1 on August 14, and 1 on August 
U; 1 fnnn Kiska, taken July 7; a young biid, just able to fly, from 
Attu, June 11, and another, nearly fully gi’own, fi'oni Attn, June 20. 

PIPILO MACULATUS OREGONUS (Bell). 

OREGON TOWHEE. 

This bird was very common at Dockton, AVashington, and at 
Union Bay. Vancouv<'r Island, occui-ring mainly in the more open 
places. 

XiiH' sjXH'imens, r(*|)r('senting both h»calities, agree with Puget 
Sound specimens in the .National Museum collection. 

HYPOCENTOR AUREOLUS (PallasL 
YELLOW-BREASTED BUNTING. GOLDAMMER. 

J found this bird very common about Pet I’opaulski, especially in 
jiastures with scattc'ied trees and bushes and on .scrubby hillsides, 
'riieir song, which is vi'iw sw(*et and pleasing, was heard on all sides, 
this bird lanking next after Carpodacus eryt/ninus yrehnitskii and 
(\iUioju calliope as the third best vocalist oi the district. 

A critical examination of twenty-one males of this s|)ecies (Petro- 
paulski, 8; Jh'ring Island, 3; Y(‘zo, 2; Goto Islands, 1; Siberia, 2; 
north Russia. 1 : ’rungchou, China, 1, shot in tlu* spring; and 
Ye/.o 2, and Canton 1, shot in the autumn and winter) shows that 
tlu' Kamchatkan birds average the largest, being considerably 
larg(‘r th.-in Japanese. The Siberian sjiecinu'ns agr(‘e in size with 
JaiiaiK'sc, and tlu' ('xaniplc from northern Russia is rathci’ hu’gei-. 
J'h<‘ wintei’ birds from C’hina and Ja|)an are larger than breeding e.x- 
amph's, indicating a northern origin. There is no color variation 
coi'relaling with locality. AVhile there is considerable indixidual 
\ariatioii, (’.specially in regard to the dusky about the head and the 
exiem of ihc black c('nters to the doi’sal feathers and in the intensity 
of (he maroon collar, 1 hnd that the two finest and most handsome 
s|)(>cim(*ns, which are practically alike in eveiy way, come one from 
lh(> Goto Islands and (In' other fi'<»m J’et rojiaulski. 'Phese specimens 
have the maroon collar mixed with dusky feathers and bordered an- 
ti’riorly with black. 
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HYPOCENTOR RUSTICA (Pallas). 

RUSTIC BUNTING. 

Tills .specios was not. rare aliout ?('tropaiilski, al(houo;h no( as 
aliimdaiit as (ho jirocodinji:, froipioiidiiii; (ho sonihhv liillsid(>s. 

A series of twelve males from Pelrojiaiilski, Bering: Island, '('ezo, 
and Pekin, China, shows no appreeiahle differenei' in eoloral ion 
con-elated with locality. The Kamchatkan hii-ds are (he laryi'st, 
the Japanese specimens intermediate, and the Chim'si* ones the 
smallest.

wSparrows were very common ahont all the Japanese (owns, the 
Tree Sparrow of Europe becoming the House Span-ow of (he east. 
One can not help noticing many advantages in havin<; (his neat, 
quiet, and imobtru.sive little bird about a town rathei- than its laryer, 
noisier, aiuPmore obstreperous relative. On Matsushima also (his 
species was common about the houses and in the cultivated fields. 

A specimen from Hakodate, taken July d, 1906, and two mah‘s 
from Fusan, taken on Xovember 8, 188.5, agi-ee well with Pbii-opcan 
examples in color, but, as in the case of all the eastern sjiecimens in 
the museum, the beak is somewhat stouter. Although 1 hav(‘ i-e- 
ferred the eastern liirds to true 7A/.ssvr montnnus! monUinu.^, 1 am not 
certain tliat it would not be better to i-eco^nize them as nion- 

ianus oricntalis.

A pair fi’om the 
latter locality are very dusky; luit this is ])robably accounted for by 
(he faet that they were secured near the wharf where steamers are 
coaled and the jilumaj^e had become infiltrated with fine coal dust.

When I visited Siniushii', in tlu' Kurils, on Jinu' 2.‘>, lODh. I found 
this sjieeies abundant in the tall lank yra.ss just hack of tlu' beach 
and about the piles of driftwood. It was by fai' tin' connnoiu'st bird 
on the island. The only other small birds I saw near Milm* Bay wane 
Anthus: japonicus, which was rather common on the grassy lowlands 
beliind the fringe of rank beach grass, and MotaciUa which 

was not very common and only seen along the rocky seacoast. 

The seven specimens secured agree with others in tli{> Xational 
Museum collection from tin* other Kurils and Japan.

When we w'ere off the eastern coast of Sakhalin, and lor tlu' (irst 
half of the journey across the Okhotsk Sea, many biids of this genus, 
resembling those 1 had found on Simushir, but jiaha- and more olive in 
color, came on board. I have tentatively referred them to -1. ocho- 
tensis, although T can not Ix' jiositivi* of tlu' idimtilication, as noiu' 
were s(‘cured.

Tho “K ainchatkan Nij^ht inhale ’’ was tho most ahniuhmt hiid 
ahoiit Potroiianlski and also tlie host son<i:stoi\ Its fin<\ oloar song 
was tho most oharaotorisl io liird note of tho ])laco, and was lioard 
from sunrise to sunset. This sjieoios shows a jncforonoi' for hillside's 
oovorod with sornbhy growth, in which it is vorv ad(‘pt at ooncoaling 
it.solf. It is also common on the lowlands where anvlittle clumps of 
huslu's ocelli' siiflicient to afl'ord it shelter. Most of its time is spent 
on or near the ground, hut the song is usually delivered from the tojis 
of the hushes or the lowi'r limbs of small trees. If siirjirised in such a 
situation, the bird is very (piick to tak(‘ refuge in the thick under- 
brush. 

At .Simushir I found two or three ])airs of this sjiecies among the 
driftwood well lievond high-water mark. Thev w('ie rather shv and 
kept w('ll under cover. From their actions I judged that tlu\v were 
breeding here. 

A careful examination of twenty males of this sjiecies shows that 
bri'eding birds from Kamchatka are aj)|)reciably larger than those 
from Yezo in all dimensions. The birds ajijiear to fall into two 
classes in regard to siz(‘; a larger, measuring, wing 78-So (80.5) mm.; 
tail, 61-07 (04) mm.; tarsus, 20-32 (30.5) mm., which is the size of 
the Kamchatkan birds; and a smaller, measuring, wing72-70(74)mm.; 
tail, 58 60 (50) mm; tai'sus, 27-30 (28.5) mm., which is the size of 
bri'eding birds from Yc'zo. 

(Of autumn and winter birds belonging to tho first class, the National 
Museum j)oss('sses specimens from the following localities: Hakodate, 
Y(*zo (2); at sea off Kiid\esan IJght, Hondo: Yaeyama Island; Amov, 
China; Malate, Philipjiines; and of the second class from Tung Chow, 
China (2); Malate, Philippines; and Nepal. 

1 <-an find no constant difference in color between birds from dilfer- 
ent localities not apparently the result of iiidividnal variation, hut 
my material is unsatisfactory in this resjiect . 

During the lirst two weeks of October, when we were about the 
southern Kurils and the eastern coast of \ ezo and 1 londo, these birds 
were freipient visitors to the ship. One was capturt'd on October 10, 
sev(*ral miles east of Kiidcesan Light, on the coast of Hondo.
